And Hold War Work ers 


The chief cry of this New Year in 
Aim erica is to get more and more 
men and women to go into War 
Work and “stick ” till the work is 
completely finished. 


W a r M a npow e r C om m ission B u s y 
Monday afternoon, 0. R. Roddeu , 
Manager of the United States Em­ 
ploy ment Serv ice, Abilene District, 
was in Hamlin forming a Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee to help co-ordinate 
this part of Jones Cou nty to find 
ev ery av ailable mam or woman who 
can go to some war plant and work . 
Mr. Rodden called for the May or, 
the .Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Herald Editor, and 
A. Spencer to meet him at the City 
Hall to lay the matter before them, 
for concerted action in Hamlin. 
The War Manpower Director in 
Abilene is E. 
J . Berry , who realiz­ 
ing the u rgency of more work ers in 
plants in West Tex as, called a meet­ 
ing to get u nited action in this Dis­ 
trict. Below are some of the points 
stressed by Mr. Berry :

The committee was told that the 
primary problem in the Abilene area 
is the problem of transferring su r­ 
plu s labor here (persons u nemploy ­ 
ed or employ ed in less-essential or 
non-essential activ ity ) to war pro­ 
du ction centers badly in need of 
manpower. 
“The Amarillo area, adjacent to 
ou rs, has a q u antity of ‘mu st’ pro­ 
du ction Which is behind schedu le du e 
to m a np ow e r shortages,” Berry 
pointed ou t.

“A pledge of cooperation with this 
program was prepared by the com­ 
mittee. It is to be distribu ted to em­ 
ploy ers throu ghou t the area who will 
be ask ed to pledge that they will not 
hire any work ers in v iolation of es­ 
tablished WMC employ ment stabiliz­ 
ation programs. It is to be signed 
and retu rned to the Local Chairman, 


and we hope to be able to pu blish it 
in the form of an honor roll. A simi­ 
lar H onor Roll 
for work ers who ac­ 
cept war produ ction jobs will be 
prepared also, in the Abilene office. 
The WMC director also pointed 
ou t that 141,000 work ers are needed 
to produ ce critical items now, and 
another 15 9,000 within the nex t six 
months.

If the work er was 
last employ ed in war produ ction, 
he mu st not be employ ed ex cept 
in other war produ ction of eq u al 
or more importance. (Cou nties 
not serv ed by local offices a re :
